He had no intention or de- 
sire todo him personal injury, and as to his 
offer of one hundred dollars to know ‘‘the 
scoundrel or assassin who struck him,’ he 
(Long) is the responsible party, and he hopes 
this statement will be satisfactory. 
THE MAHONE VERSION, 

About 4 o’clock Mahone visited the poll in 
his own ward, in company with his son But- 
ler. An altercation was in progress between 
a readjuster challenger and a funder negro, 
whose vote was bought by a funder as the 
party droveup. Observing that there was 
imminent danger of a collision, the general 
sprang from his carriage, declaring that there 
must be order, peace and fair play. The gen- 
eral was instantly hemmed in by acrowd of 
angry men, and considerable ugly talk was 
indulged in. The crowd pressed closer upon 
him, and threats of violence were uttered. 
The situation became critical, and there was 
every promise of a serious row. Butler 
Mahone jumped from his carriage in 
order to protect his father, and 
made an effort to draw his pistol]. Instantly 
the weapon was wrenched from his hand, 
and adozen men felt for their hip-pockets. 
General Mahone endeavored to come to the 
relief of his son, who was seemingly receiv 
ing pretty rough treatment, but he was pow- 
erless inthe hands of the mob. Some cow- 
ardly wretch made apassat the general. 
which he dodged or he would have received a 
Stinging blow inthe face. As it was, he 
was only struck lightly. Tne general did not 
know who struck him. Suddenly the tem- 

st subsided, but it wasa marvel! that no 

lood wasshed. Nearly every manin the 
crowd was armed, and the crack of a pisto! 
would have been a signal for a general vol- 
ley from both sides. : 
THE OTHER SIDE, 

A negro had been hanging about the polls 
all day undecided as to which way he would 
vote, but was finaily induced to yote the 
democratic ticket. When he went up to vote 
acoalition challenger said: ‘‘You have no 
business to vote, for your father was a white 
man.’ This brought ona dispute between 
the challenger and a democrat, pending which 
Mahone came up and said he had come to 
see fair play. ‘‘You are me pnetty fellow to 
talk of fair play,” said an old gentleman. Hot 
words followed and Mahone was heard to say, 
“I’ve got a pistol.’’ Butler Mahone, his 
sop, flourished a stick and finally drew a pis- 
tol which was taken from him. By this time 
the excitement was intense, and but fora 
conservative man in the crowd who stood in 
front of Mahone and begged the crowa not to 
fire, itis more than probable that he would 
have been shot. Butler Mahone, was before 
the mayor to-day to answer the charge of 
carrying a concealed pistol and drawing the 
same. He wasfined $15. The mayor took 
occasion to say to the crowd tliat filled the 
courtroom thatthe election was conducted 
more quietly than there was reason to expect. 

THE DEMOCRATIC FIGURES INCREASE. 

RicumMonp, Va., November 8.—As returns 
continue to come in, the democratic gains in- 
crease. Reports from all senatorial districts 
except two give the democrats 23 senators and 
the coalitionists 15. The two districts not 
fully reported are the second, composed of the 
counties of Scott, Lee and Wise, and the 
sixth, composed of Carroll, Grayson 
and Floyd counties. Fragmentary returns 
from both of these district show democratic 
gains, which if continued at the points not yet 
heard from, wii! give one or both to the dem- 
ocrats. In the house the democrats have thus 
far secured 63 members and the coalitionists 
33. Of the four remaining delegates the dem- 
ocrats have one certain, which will make their 
majority in the house 28 and on joint ballot 
not less than 35. The popular majority in the 
state is likely to reach 30,000. 


BUTLER NOT DEAD, 


le Proposes to Keappear in Gay Colors at the Next 
Election. 

Boston, November &.—The Herald states 
that Govefnor Butler told the members of 
his council yesterday that he should again 
run for the office of governor next fall. The 
compliment of 150,000 votes leads him to 
think that he will be successful. The total 
State vote, with Gosnold still missing, is Rob- 
binson 160,145; Butler, 150,074: Almy, 1,553;

Russell, republican, for attorney gen- 
eral, leads Carr and the rest in northern New 
York, but not enough to put him ahead of 
Dennis O’ Brien, democratic nominee. Chair- 
man Daniel Manning, of the democratic state 
committee, telegraphed that the chief feature 
of the election has been the cutting of May- 
nard the democratic candidate for secretary 
ofstatein New Yorkand Brooklyn by the 
liquor interest, and in the large cities in the 
western part of the state through other causes, 
According to our latest reports, the state 
ticket iselected by about 10,000 majority, 
except secretary of state, who is defeated by 
15,000. The legislature is republican. The 
state senate stands nineteen republicans 
thirteen democrats; the assembly, seventy- 
two. republicans, fifty-six democrats. The 
total vote for mayorof Brooklyn exceeds that 
cast for the state ticket by nearly 1,600, 
Lowe's inajority is 1,688. The Tribune esti- 
mates Carr’s plurality at over 16,000, and says 
that the other republican candidates on the 
state ticket apparently lack only from 4,000 
to 6,000 of election. It says that the senate 
stands 19 republicans, 13 democrats; house 74 
republicans, 54 democrats.

THE BUZZaRO GANG. 


A Burglary, andthe Pursuit ofthe Thieves—A Run- 
ning tight. 


LANCASTER, Pa., November 8,—The Collin- 
ger store, at Lincoln, this county, was robbed 
last night. Early this morning a large posse 
of men started in pursuit of the thieves, who 
were rightly supposed to be Buzzard and his 
gang, a noterious band of thieves, a number 
of whom, with Buzzard, recently escaped 
from Lancaster jail. They come upon the 
thieves on the edge of Welsh mountain, and 
a running fight ensued, over fif- 
teen shots being fired on both sides. 
John Clifford, — of the escaped 
prisoners, was captured; Abe Buzzard, leader, 
was shot and is supposed to have been seriou:- 
ly injured, from the blood left on his track. 
A young man named Bord, one of the pur- 
suing party, was shotin the face and neck, 
and seriously, perhaps fatally, injured. The 
remaining thieves succeeded in getting into 
the mountains and eluding capture for the 
time being, but as the whole couutry is being 
scoured with armed men their capture is con- 
sidered a matter of a short time only. 

Clifford was lodged iu jail to-might. He 
states that there are at least six of the escap- 
ed prisoners depredating in the vicinity of 
Welch mountain, Clifford, at the time of 
his arrest, made a narrow escape from being 
lynched, owing to the shooting of young 
Bard. topes were provided, but cooler 
heads dissuaded. The mountain is surround- 
ed to-night bv a large posse, and it is believed 
to be impossible for any of the thieves to es- 
cape. Clifford revealed the hiding place of a 
largeamount of stolen goods which have 


been recovered.

NELLIE BAILEYS’ LOVERs. 


THE STRANGE STORY OF A YOUNG 


WOMAN'S LIFE. 


Her Career at the Head ot a“ Mantac Love:r’’ Come 
paocy-—Msrrying Men Because She Thought 
They Were Ricb, and Then Dispos-~ 
ing of Them Summarily. 


WavukesHa, Wis., November 8.—Ne'lie 
Bailey, who murdered Banker Bothemly in 
Indian Territory, is a remarkable woman 
She seems to be one of those bonanza women 
who can be satisfied only by great wealth 
and who have the recklessness and daring to 
attain an 
Her residence here foratime, and the suit 
for divorce by Robert Retse, the Waukesha 
young manto whom she was married, have 
made the matter asubject of great interest. 
Up to about eleven’ years ago, when they 


carry out any scheme . to object. 


went to Newton, Kansas, her people lived in 


Rockford, Ill., where she has relatives to-day 
who occupy good positions in society. 
‘‘Nellie,’’? said Mrs. George Sweet, ‘‘was al- 
ways a witchcat. She is my own cousin. I 
had not seen her-since she was five years old 


until shecame here February 5 last. She 
had been in Newark, N. J., and wrote me she 
would pay'me a visit. She claims to be 
twenty-two years oid, but she is really twen- 
ty-five. Shetold meshe was married three 
years ago to Shannon Bailey, a Kansas bank- 
er, who was then in the Black Hills looking 
after his mining interests. One of her first 
moves after she arrived here was to attempt 
to form atheatrical troupe. She said they 
would go to the Black Hills and then goon 
to California, and would make a 
heap of money. The members of this 
company were my two boys, Rob and 
Hugo Reise, a man from Milwaukee 
named Ben Davis, and - Jean Perkins. 
There were no women. Their principal piece, 
[ believe. was ‘The Maniac Lover.’’ They 
practiced six orseven weeks. In this way 
ber acquaintance with young Reise began. 
He was here every day and night. I remon- 
strated with her, but she declared she was 
getting a divorce from Bailey. She thought 
Reise wasrich. Then one day she told me 
she had married Reise, and said she had got 
her divorce, but wanted to keep the fact a 
secret because of a large amount of money 
that would tome to her this fall. She got to 
acting so bad that I turned her out of my 
house May lith, and she went to Gus Austin’s 
to board. 
MISS NELLIF'S APPEARANCE, 

All this and much more Mrs. Sweet told of 
the young woman. Nellie was not handsome, 
but, nevertheless, attractive. She had beau- 
tiful hair, dark eyes, a fine figure, and 
weighed about 103 pounds. She *was well 
skilled in the art of painting and decorating 
herself. She had a magnificent wardrobe, 
and jewelry enough to start asmall store. 
She wore three diamond rings, one of which 
contained seven stones. There seems to be 
little doubt thatshe married Reise for money, 
as she h&d Bailey, and when she found she 
had made a mistake, left, evidently to join 
Bothemly, of whom she had spoken to Mrs. 
Sweet Ree: wealthy foreigner’ 
who wanted to marry her. When Reise read 
the news of Bothemly’s murder, he said ‘“‘she 
wanted to play me the same way.” As to the 
story that the girl drugged Reise and married 
him against his will, itseems to have been 
invented by the young man to excuse him- 
self. He tells that he never lived with her, 
but in the papers in which he asks to have 
the marriage annulled, he admits that he 
“lived with her forsome time.’’ Her “dia- 
monds evidently captured him. Baily ap- 
pears to have been the subject of much com- 
ment during the courtship, as her letters 
show. Inanoteto ‘‘Dear Rob” she says: 
‘Don’t be afraid of getting into trouble. So 
far as Baily is concerned I won’t.go with him, 
because °* I don’t love him 
{ will be free by fair means. When we get 
better acquainted you may havea talk with 
me.’’ In the same letter she tells Reise 
she has picked out herself for him. 
In a note dated Waukesha, May 2, she 
forbids Reise to go to a dance with his cousin 
Wiil, and says: ‘‘Will will know how it is 
when he is married under difficulties as we 
are. She then reminds him she has a *‘mort- 
gage on him for life and ninety minutes over.”’ 
Then she goes away suddenly and her move- 
ments are traced by her letters. At Chicago, 
June 5, she writes a postal to ‘‘Darling Bob,”’ 
sends him a kiss, declares she will ever be 
loving and true, and says he must not forget 
her. From Springfield, Lil, she writes ‘‘she 
will never forget the trips by the clear flow- 
ing river in Waukesha; you old darling, you, 
don’t be scared.”’ 

DETECTIVES ON HER TRACK, 

‘From the Pianters’ hotel, St. Louis, she 
writes on the evening of June 6, “‘aftera 
feast on icecream’”’ Her brother Willie tells 
her Bailey is at the home of her parents, and 
that he is prepared to kill her before he will 
give herup. Willie thinks she did wrong in 
marrying Reise before she was free, ‘‘but it’s 
done, and can’t be undone.’ She declares 
“she would dare do anything, but she will 
save Reise trouble if she can,’’ and adds: ‘I 
will warn youif you are in danger. Detec- 
tives are on my track to see what I am doing. 
Pa and ma side with Baily. How does my 
boy feel? Lonely, I'll bet.” From Wichita, 
Kan., June 14, she writes: “‘Dearest Bob:- I 
aim full of business, but your image is con- 
stantly before me. In my dreams I! have been 
with you again, wandering through the woods 
and down by the flowing river. Mr. B. thinks 
I am in New York. I have sold my 
farm and house, and my business is ali settled 
up. Baily is likely to be back any minute. 
If he doesn’t go to Waukesha all will be 
right; but if he does, God only knows what 
will become of the country. Ithink 1 will 
goto Europe August1. Perhaps I can meet 
you in Milwaukee before that time. Oh, 
fob, shall we ever meet again? But, for 
heaven’s sake, take care of yourself. Whatever 
you do, be a good boy, so if we never meet on 
earth again we can meet in heaven. So, with 
thousands and millions of kisses to you, my 
only love, I still and ever shall be your loving 
and faithful Nell. Forget menot. Yours for 
life.’’ From the same place. fifteen days 
later, she writes: ‘“‘I start for California to- 
morrow. I mustfly from here. A million 
kisses.’’ This isthe last heard of her until 
the news of the murder, 

DISPOSING OF BOTHEMLY. 

From the newspaper dispatch from Wichi- 
ta, Kan., it would appear that she left Wau- 
kesha to meet Bothemly, and as before stated, 
that he is the rich foreigner she spoke of to 
Mrs. Sweet. They met in St. Louis, to which 
place she went direct from’ Waukesha, and 
arranged to go to Texas to start asheep raneh. 
W hile passing through the Indian territury 
October 7th, she shot Bothemly through the 
head. She then took possession of his trunk, 
containing diamonds and jewelry worth $7,- 
000, together with his outfit, consisting of 
sheep and stock worth $10,000, She buried 
the body at Skcleton ranch and started south, 
but was arrested about nine miles 
from where the murder wascommitted. The 
dispatch says: ‘‘Miss Bailey isa handsome 
brunetie, and that she moved in the best so- 
cieties in New York city and New Jersey. 
She came to Waukesha from that section, but 
itis not probable that she went in the best so- 
ciety, as she was not educated or very lady- 
like. She had advantages, but was too wild 
toimprove them. At boarding school she 
was a terror. Mrs. Sweet says Nellie wasa 
good marksman, and one of her favorite 


amusementt was to take a pistol and g@ our 


and shoot at a mark. She told Mrs. Sweet 
she expected her husband would shoot Her if 
she went on the stage. The girl has traveled 
extensively, and seems to have been a clever 
adventuress for one so young.

POISONED BY BaT 


A Freneh«Oanadian Family Ali Taken Lil After a 
Hearty Meal. 

CHICAGO, Noyember 8.—Francis Sevois, a 
French-Canadian living at the southwest 
cornerof Waller and Maxwell streets,‘ his 
wife, and their two boys, aged l5and 13 
years respectively, were seized with a strange 
illness soon after supper Monday night. The 
family had partaken potatoes, pork and cab- 
bage,; and some bread pudding. Within 
twenw minutes after the latter had been dis- 
patched all were prostrated. They vomited 
copiously, complained of severe pains in the 
stomach, and pain in thehead. Drs. Lynon 
and Meagher, were summoned, but ere their 
arrival the father and his youngest child had 
fallen into a state ofinsensibility. They ap- 
peared to be beyond the power of restoratives 
In thé cases of the elder child and the moth- 
er, @ @Ontrary effect was observed. Though 
sutler;ng acute pain they were siagularly 
restlegs and contimually tossed about unable 
to remain quiet. The symptoms indicated 
arsenical poisoning and emetics were admin- 
istered to the sufferers, who seemed to be 
failing rapidly. The father reclined ona 
lounge unable to move, and his respiration 
was barely audible when the physician ap- 
plied the stomach pump. After an hour's 
hard work Sevois opened his eyes aad was 
able to sit up. His youngest 
son, meantime, had been subjected 
to the same treatment, with correspondingly 
good résults, and by midnight the whole fam- 
ily were pronounced out of danger. Exactly 
what ailed them the physicians could not de- 
termine. It was evident they were suffering 
from acute poisoning. The other disheg had 
been antouched by some of the family, but 
as all had partaken of the pudding it was 
thought to contain the deleterious agent. 
Just h@w it got into the pudding is unknown. 
The fafmily used no baking powder such as 
has be pronounced harmful, and had no 
poisongn the house. The physicians have 
submitted some of the pudding to chemists 
for ex&mination.

The 
cause of tae accident is somewhat uncertain, 
but :he most plausible theory is that the 
heavy iron pillars supporting the roof of the 
second story balcony sank into the plank on 
which they rested, thus putting the sound 
wall outward, which in turn, caused the roof 
of the entire wing to cave in. Thesecolumns 
were made of large pieces of boiler iron 
rolled into circular form, the stove pipe 
fashion joints not being bolted together.

THE PRUSSIAN DIET. 

BERLIN, November 8.—A Gecree summon- 
ing the Prussian diet, to meet on November 
20th, is published in the official gazette to- 
day. The Germoania believes that the repre- 
sentations of Herr Von Schloezer, Prussian 
minister to the vatican, tavoring the removal 
of Cardinal Ledockowski and Bishop Mel- 
chers from the sees of Posen and Cologne re- 
spectively, will be unsuccessful. 

An aide de-camp, of the emperor, has 
started for Madrid, with an autograph letter, 
stating that Crown Prince Frederick William 
will visit King Alfonso. The crowned prince 
will reach Genoa about the 15th inst., from 
which part he will be escorted by three Ger- 
man men of war to Spain, 

SPANISH POLITICS, 

Maprip, November 8—A pamphlet pub- 
lished by an ex-army officer, who is now sec- 
retary of the republican military association, 
giving a history of the late military rising, 
asserts that l4 regiments and 3,000 ofticers of 
the Spanish army were compromised therein. 
It also accuses Rinz Zorilla of winning 75,- 
000 on the stock exchange during the excite- 
ment consequent upon the rising. 

Emperor William has informed the Spanish 
government that he would return King Al- 
fonso’s visit in person were it not for his ad- 
vanced age. The Spanish government has re- 


ceived from France a note stating that in the 


Franco-‘Spanish controversy, which grew out 
of the ill treatment of King Alfonso in Paris, 
France ratifies President Grevy’s declarations 
inserted in the official journal, and author- 
izes Spain to publish them in the official Ga- 
zette, 
At the session of the mercantile colonial 
and geographical: congress yesterday, the 
necessity was urged of improving the agricul- 
ture of Cuba in order to promote immigra- 
tian into that island. With a view to the 
development of the trade of Cuba it was sug- 
gested in debate that the custom tariff be 
lowered, a free port established and slavery 
abolished. , 

A NIHILIST FIRE, 
Warsaw, November 8.—In the imperial 
‘‘Marie institute’’in this citv, in which a 
printing press used for the publication of the 
Proleoriate, a nihilist paper, was recently dis- 
covered, has been destroyed by fire. At the 
time of the discovery of the press two women 
teachers in the institute were arrested. They 
were supposed to have knowledge of the pub- 
lication ofthe paper. It is supposed that 
the building was set on fire by the nihilistsin 
order to prevent the discovery of treasonable 
documents. 
Eighteen persons have been arrested here, 
and five in O’deso, charged with the forgery 
of bank notes, Many factory hands 
have recently been arrested for 
participation in the communistic agitation. 
The Berlin correspondent of Reuter’s tele- 
gram gives currency to the report, credited to 
good authority but conveyed in a roundabout 
way, that the thirty-seventh division of the 
Russian army, which is stationed near Pakaw, 
162 miles south of St. Petersburg, is to be 
mobilized within a few days; that the men 
on furlough have been summoned to return 
to their regiments, and that the men of the 
contingent of 1877, who were sent home on an 
indefinite furlough, have been recalled for 
immedate service. 

THE CHINESE NOTE. 

Lonpon, November 8.—TIrhe text of the 
note from China approving the conduct of 
the Marquis Tseng in the Tonquin matter, 
which was sent by the Marquis Tseng to 
Prime Minister Ferry, has not yet been pub- 
lished. Special despatches from Paris say 
that it alludes to an effurt made by a power 
friendly to France to mediate between the 
two countries which chance, among others 
that occurred for a pacific solution of the 
question at issue, was disregarded by France. 
ihe friendly power referred to is supposed to 
be the United S'ates. 

TRICON’S EXPLANATION. 

Lonpon, November 8.—M. Tricon, French 
agentin China, charges that the telegram 
relative to Marquis Tseng, wh'ch he sent to 
M. Ferry, was blundered, and throws the 
blame, therefore, on the interpreter who ren- 
dered the statement, that Li Hung Chang dis- 
approved Marquis Tseng’s actions, as disa- 
vowed thereof. 

In the chamber of deputies to-day, Ad- 
miral Peyron, minister of marine, presented 
a bill providing for a supplementary grant of 
11,500,000 francs to cover the expenses of mil- 
itary operations in Tonquin. The bill was 
referred to the special cowmmittee, 

M. Clemenceau considers the article in the 
Morning News rectifying the report in that 
paper ot the alleged conversation with him as 
inadequate, and has resumed his action 
against the editor of the paper. The first 
bearing in the case was had to-day before the 
correctional tribunal, and an adjournment 
was taken for a fortnight. 

The French government has received no 
confirmation of the report that Dr. Harmand, 
French consul commissioner, had decided to 
leave Tonquin immediately. The Liberte 
says M. Waddington, French ambassador at 
London, has been instructed to include when 
he enters upon the discussion of the Chinese 
question with England the proposal fora 
treaty of commerce, with China, to which 
England shall be a party. 

A Paris dispatch states that Prime Minister 
Ferry told a deputy that he bad no intention 
of making a proposition to the chamber of 
deputies to send more troops to Torquin, un- 
less under necessity. He felt confident that 
Admiral Courbet was able to conduct the 
campaign successfully with his present forces. 

TWO DEATHS IN ALEXANDRIA. 

ALEXANDRIA, November 8.—The violence of 
the cholera epidemic fluctuates with the 
weather. Deaths from the disease continue to 
be confined to European residents. There 
were two deaths yesterday.

MR FREEMAN'S WOUNDS. 
Last night about 1:30 the train arrived 
bringing Mr. Pope Freeman, the wounded 
engineer, and his son Theoto the city. The 
elder Mr. Freeman is badly scalded ail over 
the body in spots from the size of silver dol- 
lars to those as large as a person’s hand. 
Three ribs. are broken, and where the fracture 
is it hasinjured his lung, and by cutting 
through one of the air tubes has caused con- 
siderable trouble, his boljy having become 
swollen. A finger on his left hand is dislocae 
ted, while another has the leaders cut. His 
face is considerably bruised. His condition 
is precarious, though he is better somewhat 
this evening. The greatest fear is that pneu- 
monia may setin. He is conscious, though 
suffers very much from the fractured ribs. 
Mr. Theo Freeman was not badly hurt... A 
few scratches and bruises was the extent of 
his injuries, In a conversation ‘with 
him he said, ‘‘We had just passed Pine grove 
going at the rate of about 18 miles an hour; 
father does notgo fast on that portion of the 
road, does not consider the iron good. Every~ 
thing was going smoothly when suddenly-a 
whirr was heard. The ponderous engine 
quivered and reeled like a dranken man, l 
was sitting on my box, father occupying his, 
the engine swayed, and turned over on its 
side, the tender being knocked around by 
the baggage car, I was thrown violently off 
iy position and became entangled in the en- 
gine underneath the baggage car which had 
run overitsuddenly. I beard a roar like that 
of a furnance, and gradually felt myself suf- 
focating. was rescued and in 
my excitement and _ insensible' con- 
dition wandered through the  second- 
class passenger car that was next. I remem- 
ber calling to Conductor Dick Harris to go to 
father for God sake. After that | became 
calmer and knew the situation. Father was 
burled off the engine about six feet, striking 
the ground violentivy on his head. The 
escaping steam struck him openly in the 
breast and he imhaled it. He must have 
suffered agonies. You could have heard him 
scream fully one-fourth of a mile. The lever 
must have struck him in the brzast as he fel] 
to have fractured his ribs. After he was 
found he was carried to the second class 
coach and a «rude bed made for 
him. Conductor Dick Harris did all 
within his power for him, sending downa 
flagman to Baxley to get bim medicine and 
comfort. We waited there until the up train 
from Brunswick came and he was put on 
board inabox carand carried toa hotel 
where he was made as comfortable as possi- 
ble, being wrapped upin blankets. We had 
to cut his clothes off of him. He suffered 
excruciating agony on being transferred from 
one car to another aroundthe wreck, eight 
strong men taking him. Father is 52 years 
of age and has been on the road 50 years aad 
this is the first accident that he has ever had. 
Dr. Metteaur is in attendance, and is doing 
everything that is possibie for his recovery.

At the conclusiouof the state's evi- 
dence a motion was made by the counsel for the 
defense to discharge John M. and Warren Rogers, 
no evidence appearing againstthem as parties in 
the killing, and this motion was granted, and the 
motion to discharge John Cox as a party to the 
murder of Mr. Thomas Sims, was also sustained, 
and after their discharge only Brit Rogers and Ru 
fus McNorrell remained under this charge. This 
left a warrantof assault with intent to murder 
Duff Sims against John Cox and 
also a warrant of assault with 
intent to murder Frauk Sims against Brit Rodgers. 
Examination was waived by the defense on these 
charges and Cox and Rodgers gave bond. Then 
upon agreement of attorneys on both sides, all the 
parties arrested were bailed, and ample bond was 
given for their appearance atthe trial. The bonds 
of the accused were readily signed, a prominent 
lawyer in the case stating that he never before saw 
such eagerness togo onthe bond. Friends were 
pressing in, and several telegrams from Augusta 
were received offering bond for the Rodgers party.

LITERARY DEVELOPMENT IN THE SOUTH 
A correspondent calls the attention of Tur 
ConsTITUTION to the fact that there is a grea 
demand at the north for stories and sketches 
of southerm life and character, and suggests 
that it'isa very good sign of the times. So it 
is, but a more important ‘‘sign of the times,”’ 
and one which our correspondent seems to 
everlook, is the fact that the demand is at 
least partially ‘supplied. There has always 
been a demand at the north for literature 
dealing with southern life and character. 
Not only has this demand existed, but there 
has been and is now a lively demand for any- 
thing from the peu of a southern writer cal- 
culated to attract the attention of readers of 
books or periotlicals. The demand, however, 
is not sectional in its character. It is simply 
a demand for whatever is worthy of the name 
of literature, no matter from what point of 
‘the compass it may come. The demand, 
therefore, is less important than the fact that 
it is partially supplied by southern writers 
It is true that the really successful south- 
ern writers can be counted upon one’s fin- 
gers, but it should be remembered that a 
few years ago they could be counted upon 
one’s thumbs.‘ It should also be borne in 
mind that the success of a writer is an indi- 
vidual mgt ter which is to be considered 
merely as a Symptom when wecome to speak 
of literary development. The successful 
" writers are a part of the movement and their 
influence is no doubt important, but the 
progress cf literary, development is to be 
judged by the tendencies, the general drift, 
and it must include readers as well as writers, 
those who are the recipients as well as those 
who are the purveyors. 
Previous to the war, the brightest minds of 
the south—the minds that might have made 
a mark in American literature—were devoted 
exclusively to politics and the professions. 
We had great statesmen, great lawyers, and 
~ great orators; but we had no literary tend- 
ency, no development of letters. The liter- 
hry faculty is,less a gift than a growth, and 
the qualities which bring about individdal 


Success in the law or any of the professions 
are the identical qualities which bring about 
success in literature. In the south the tend- 
ency was in the direction of political devel- 
opment, Thus, in Georgia, instead of poets 
and novelists and creative writers, we had 
such statesmen as Troup, and Forsyth, and 
Hill, and Stephens, and Johnson, and a host 
of men equally as brilliant, whom circum 
stance or inclination kept in the background. 
fhere wasatime when the literary ten- 
dency was strong in Virginia, having as its 
nucleus the Southern Literary Messenger, 
but it was pushed to the wall by politics. We 
had our poets, our romancers, and our hu- 
morists, but the litereature they produced 
was haphazard, fitful, and, in a certain sense, 
crude. We had Poe with his one poem, Wilde 
with his one song, and Vhilip Pendleton 
Cooke with his one lyric, and a vast mass of 
trash fitonly for the lady’s but the 
real literary tendency and incentive were 
lacking. That this lack was felt and under- 
stood may be gathered from the newspapers 
of the ante-war period, for in the 
columns of these publications is to

be found 
an incessant appeal to the public to support 
‘southern literature,’ and thus aid in build- 
ingitup. Thisappeal was so incessant that 
it has come down to us as a sort of heir-loom, 
and ever now it isnot unusual to have it 
bruited about that the long-felt want of our 
‘“‘sweet sunny land”’ is a literature ot its own, 
and every ‘“‘true southron”’ is called upon to 
support it. 

it need not be said here that-any literature 
that is worthy of the name—especially the 
literature that that with 
life, its possibilities, its circumstances and its 


is creative, deals 
Opportunities, and gives us an insight into 
human character and motives—belongsto the 
world. It may be local, but it cannot be sec- 
tional, and will be supported not alone by 
every true southron, but by every true nurth- 
ron, and westron, and eastron. Such a liter- 
ature is necessarily of slow growth, but the 
literary development which precedes it, is 
making rapid progress. The times are favyor- 
able and the world is waiting. 

We have sometimes believed that the con- 
ditions which produce this literary develop- 
ment will also produce the genius who is to 
represent this section in literature as Haw- 
thorne, in his romances, and Emerson, in his 
poems, represent New England.

PENSIONS AND THE REVENUE. 
There are some indications that the 
sions swindle has about run its course.

pension office has concluded that it has no 
right to hand out: pensions or arrears to all 
applicants, and fully one hundred thousand 
claims have therefore been tied up by failures 
to respond to the calls for evidence. I is 
safe to say that nine-tenths of these claims 
are fraudulent. The abolition of a single 
surgeon exXamination—the surgeon in such 
cases being a neighborhood doctor—has also 
operated to reduce the burden. The comnis- 
sioner of pensions now thinks that he will 
not need more than $40,000,000 td carry him 
through the next fiscal year. 

Not long ago Commissioner Dudley put the 
pension bill of 1885 at $100,000,000; it proved 
to be $66,000,000. The bill of 1884he estimated 
at $150,000,000; the payments to this time in- 
dicate that it will not exceed $56,000,000. For 
the next fiscal year he expected to want $100,- 
000,000, but he says now that $40,000,000 will 
do. Although thousands of fraudulent claims 
have been allowed, . the drain upon 
the pockets of the people has 
been overestimated. A reduction of sixty 
millions will be asked for in the next fiscal 
year in the estimates of one bureau alone. 
Add to this anticipated saving the resuits of 
aclose economy to be enforced by a demo- 
cratic house, and we havea very handsome 
sum that can be lopped off from the taxation 
now imposed by the tariff bill upon the nec- 
essaries of life. We can spare at least $50,000,- 
0@ of the burden that now amounts to a 
capitation tax of twelve dollars. No more 
grateful relief can be afforded the people, 
and a democratic house should see that it is 
accomplished, or at least denied by a republi- 
can senate and executive.

M. FREDERIC GAILLARDET was for many years 
editor of the Courrier des Etats-Unis, and at his 
death he left the manuscript of a work which he 
called “‘Aristocracy in America.’’- The work has 
been published.

Alabama Coal,

In Alabama,coal lands of the same formation 
richin coal quite as good for coke makingas that 
in Pennsylvania, is now being bought up by capi- 
talists for less than $10 an acre, which will be 
quadrupled in value when these projected rail- 
ways make it accessible to market. Inexhaustible 
as thesupply of coal, the demand is equally limit 
less along those great waterways of the Tennessee, 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers on one side and the 
Gulf of Mexico on the other. While efforts are 
being made to reach the coal fields from the Ten- 
nessee river on the north, similar enterprises 
are uuder way toreach the Gulf of Mexico on the 
south, by the cheap water transportation down the 
rtvers which run from near the coal fields into 
Mobile bay. An Alabama exchange says: ‘The 
survey of the Warrior coal fields’ railroad was com 
meuced at Gainesville, Ala, last week, Two lines 
will run from Gainesville to Bridgeville, that 
their relative advantages may be compared, 
One of them will be run on the west of the 
Bigbee, the other on the east side. If the 
western route be adopted, the Bigbee will be 
bridged in the vicinityof Fairfield. If the route 
east of the * Bigbee is selected, the river 
will be bridged at Gainesville.’’

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WOMEN AT WORK. 


They Propere to Petition the Legi«iature to Pros 
tect Children—Temperance Werk. 

Yesterday afternoon the monthly Bible 
yueetings of the Woman’s Christian Temper 
ance union was held in the pariors of the 
Young Men’s Christian association. These 
meeting are held under the supervision of 
the general superintendent of the 
union, Mrs. Hannah Whitehall Smith, 
a woman of well known literary 
attainments. She prepares the lessons for 
these meetings and sends them to all the 
unionsin the country. The subject for dis- 
cussion yesterday was “Our Work,’’ and the 
lesson was the 146th Psalm with parallel pas- 
sages. After the.Bible meeting plans for the 
work of the union were ireeiy discussed 
among the ladies . present.

The ladies 
agreed that the union should take hold 
this matter. A petition will be presented 
the next legislature asking the passage 
such laws as will better protect children 
this state from overwork. The question 
crime among children was also considered 
and statements were made to 
the effect that children are 
often sent to the penitentiary -anW# chain- 
gangs in Georgia when they are too young to 
appreciate or understand such punishment, 
and that its real effect is to make hardened 
criminals of them. It is probable that a 
memorial will be presented to the legislature 
asking that some other method of punishing 
children, probatly a house of correction, be 
established.

W. J. Whitten,’ a Western and Atlantic Brakeman 
Inatant'y Killed—The Inquest. 

Early yesterday morning W. J. Whitten, a 
brakeman on a Western and Atlantic freight 
train, Was instantly killed near the western 
city limits. He was on a section of freight, 
No. 8, which came into the city about five 
Oo ‘clock. The train was in charge of 
Conductor W.N. Jolbnson, with Engineer 
Hans at the ei W hen near the exposi- 
tion grounds Mr \\hiiten went forward for 
the purpose of uncoupling the tender and the 
car nexttoit.
